Such, largely, is newspaper navigation in 
our country to-day. It has reference to no 

t»rinciple; respect ior no law of eternal right. 
|In peace the religious press bears the 
greatest sway. In war the |>olitical. In 
war, the lormer takes retuge in the latter, 
like women and children in a garrison, in 
Iud au, or border alarms. But under the 
influence of both, we drift round and 
round, as interest, caprice or passion impels 
us. 

And so a new journal, like a new sect, 
becomes a necessity, if a divine man, or a 
new truth, is let loose in the world. 

Almost a hundred years ago we launched 
our ship of State, lull ricged for a brave 
race with the nations. Our chart was the 
Declaration of Independence — "All men cre- 
ated r.r]ual," was iuscribed on every banner. 

True, we had live buudred thousand 
es: but then we regarded them as only 
t*o many curses, indicted or entailed by 
'-re.it Britain, to be soou swept out of exis- 
tence as slaves, and born into new lite as 
men, by the genius of the new dispensation. 
Slavery, however, soon became a source of 
profit, as was believed, and then it became 
the "peculiar" aud most cherished in- 
-t Million. The Declaration of Iudepen- 
v a-i ' Mpoued or repealed in its be- 
half. TUe Constitution was interpreted 
into its service and security; and the Bible — 
< > d Testament, New Testament, and Apoc- 
rypha,— was declared by almost the whole 
American Church to contain (iod's curse 
upon Cain, Canaan, or some black offender, 
ante or poste deluvian, whose sins sen- 
tenced him and his posterity to slavery, for- 
ever and ever, and constituted his paler 
brothers executioners of the Divine dis- 
pleasure! 

And so our new land of promise, our 
"Paradise Regained," our Kden "restored 
from the ruins of the Fall;" became at 
tU'-e a lake of tire and brimstone to Ethio- 
pian sinners, where they must weep and 
wail and gnash tiwir teeth, 
N "For broken laws, 
Five thousand years 'fore their creation 

Through Canaan's cause!" 
We hewed our way out of British tyran- 
ny with the sword. That done, we exchang- 
ed the sword for the sceptre and insignia 
of slaveholders, to become worse tyrants 
and despots than the earth then bore on her 
bosom, or has borne since. From half a 
million victims we multiplied the number 
seven fold. We extended the slave territo- 
ry in similar proportion by fraud, false- 
hood, robbery and war, aud greatly aug- 
mented the horrors of the system. We en- 
acted fugitive slave laws, at which Nero 
aboula have shuddered, and executed them 
with the point of the bayonet, at the base of 
Bunker Hill, and in the verv shadow cf 
Faneuil Hall. 

We stripped from the negro the right of 
suffrage in almost every State. For, be it 
known, fifty years ago, the free colored 
man enjoyed the sacred right, in nearly 
every »tate in the Union. 
Thus recklessly we dashed along over al- 
lost a hundred Fourths of July, as though 
Itfod had no ear for the cry of the enslaved, 
or thunderbolts for their deliverance, until 
Infinite Patience would endure no more. 
The fearful events of the last four years tell 
the ran*. 

In ail thia time liberty of the Press has 
been largely enjoyed in the North, politi- 
cal, pictorial, literary and religious, but to 
what purpose ? It naa been the pillar of 
cloud by day and of lire by night. It has 
conducted us round and round, ignisfatuus 
like, from the Declaration of Independence 
to the I) red Soou decision, which unblush- 
inglv inculcated that Africa had no rights 
wbiob America, boasted land of equal lib- 
ertv. was bound to respect; and onward 
still in crime and cruelty we have followed 
it, until we dashed ourselves against the 
frowning rocks of that righteous indigna- 
tion, aA which, long ago, Jefferson and 
many good men trembled. 

Aud isow we enter on a new career. We 
seal the dread volume of the past with the 
blood of half a million brave men, and 
open a new dispensation. To rebuild the 
ruins, ia the work of the present hoar. 
Some them are who would dig deep and 



lay our foundations on that rock of eternal 
justice, which underpins the moral uni- 
verse. One voice, at least, is beard, de- 
manding that negro suffrage be enacted as 
a measure of policy as well as of principle. 
He believes that the only way to secure 
lasting Peace to the country in the general, 
was to adopt that measure; and to avoid 
being loaded down with the Confederate 
Debt in special, we must surely retain the 
supremacy in the hands of the present Ad- 
ministration, and not allow it to be over- 
borne by a return to power of Southern 
rebels, and their more desperate and dan- 
gerous allies at the North. In such an 
evil emergency, he declares he would have 
the rebel debt repudiated, at whatever cost. 

An enemy tortures the telegraph into a 
lying report of the address, and forthwith 
the whole Press, religious, political and lit- 
erary, with a very few honorable excep- 
tions, bowls with indignant horror, that the 
cry of liepudiation of the Na .ional Debt, has 
been raised in a quarter too influential to 
be overlooked ! 

In a f w days, however, the falsehood 
was exposed and the truth appears. 

But the Press now makes no haste. Slow- 
ly,* if at all, it retracts the slanderous re- 
ports, for which it is so largely responsible. 
The Evening Post, true to its noble self, re- 
fused to be a party in the calumny. 

But the course of the Tribune seems most 
inexplicable of all. It not only doubts the 
correctness of the report, but it absolutely 
logins to prepare the North for the assump- 
tion and payment of that very Confederate 
debt. It says: 

"But let us accept, for the moment, the 
authorized version of Mr. Phillips' threat, 
and still we hold it most objectional and 
immoral. We hold that a public debt cm 
only be invalidated by the solemn judg- 
ment of a competent judicial tribunal that 
it was assumed or incurred without due au- 
thority. 

"The war on Mexico for example, was, in 
our view, a most unjust and wuolly unnec- 
essary war — one that should not have been 
commenced and need not have been pros- 
ecuted. We opposed that war to the utmost 
limit of our constitutional right, yet we 
never threatened to repudiate the debt in- 
curred by it, nor to refuse to pay taxes lev- 
ied to supjKirt it. So ot the ten millions to 
Texas. So the Federalists, who abhorred 
the last war with t.reai Britain, never ques- 
tioned the validity and obligation of the 
debt incurred in its prosecution." 

The Tribune admits the possibility at 
least of an assumption of the rebel debt, 
says it would las inextricably mixed up 
with other debts, and then asks, how would 
vou set about repudiating it? would vou 
also repudiate these? "Could you tell what 
to repudiate?" 

Precisely by this mode of reasoning was 
the war with Mexico induced. At first, the 
annexation of Texas was opposed by the 
Whig parly of the North, nearly to a man. 
Twenty members of Congress, ihe venera- 
ble John t»uincy Adams at their head, is- 
sued a manifesto "To the People of the 
North," in which they declare "that annex- 
ation effected by any act or proceeding ol 
the Federal Government, or any of its de- 
partments, would i>e identical with dissolu- 
tion." And they farther said that such an 
attempt "to eternize au institution and 
power of nature, so unjust inthetnsel.es, 
so injurious to the interests, aud abhorrent 
to the leeliugs of the people ot the free 
States, in our opinion, would not only inev- 
itably result in a dissolution of the Uuion, 
but would fully justify it ! And we uot 
only assert thai "the people of the free Stater- 
ought not to submit to it, but we say with 
confidence, they would not submit to it. 

And so, for n fi,nr, said the entire North 

And yet that Wing party accepted the 
measure of annexation, of course, under 
protest. Then OMM the Mexican MM- 
ere, dignified with the name of war, bin 
disgraeing the word war, forever more. 
Tiie war, too, was ac ce pted by the Whig 
p:trtv,»:s the Tribuneadmits; not, howevt i . 
so much under protest, but that it furnished 
the party in its hero, with a President; one. 
loo, whose only possible or conceivable 
claim to the olbce was wou iu the murder- 
ous war with Mexico, against which the 
party so protested, and the blood-houn I 
hunt and butchery of the Seminole Indians 
a few years before, who had become obnox- 
ious to GenrgiM slaveholders, by giving 
reiutreand asylum to their fugitive slaves. 

Such a man was fit President for sach ■ 
pajrtyi and fit also to furnish that wife b. 
the Confederate President who hoped in her 
cin umambiency of crinoline to hide her di- 
minutive husband from the eagle eye ol 
Col. Pritchard's scouts, and the wrath of an 
outr iged nation. Fit also to be head of the 
Administration that gave us the Compro- 
mise measures, as they were called, includ- 
ing in its catalogue of crime the Fugitive 
Slave lawoi" I80O, repealed not till the third 
year of the warjuat closed. Only a party 
so demoralized by first listening to wrong, 
then tampering with, then consenting, then 
embracing, would or could have closed i; 
career so infamous, by paying the debts ol 
Texas after its most adulterous marriage 
witn such a harlot. Surely the Tribune i> 
right in repudiating all repudiation, afler 
that. 

Three years before the nomination of 
(ien. Taylor, had it been told the Wulg par- 
ty what it would do in that lapse of time, 
it would indignantly have answered, "Is 
thy servant a dog that it should do such 
things?" But dog or not dog, it did them. 

Aud the quotations above are but the Vh - 
ginnings of a tampering with in justice, thai 
may end, mortal man knows not when! 
The descent to hell is as e ,sy now as two 
thousand years ago. 

Tne Tribune first gives currency to a false 
report. Then it refuses honorably to retract 
it. Then, naturally enough, but most om- 
inously, it enters oh an argument to snow 
how, after all, we may find it necessary to 
pay even the Confederate debt. 

The rebellious spirits at the South, con- 
quered, but not <• inverted, may well take 
heart, as they surelv do. Iron-clad serf- 
dom they may yet establish on the ruins of 
slavery, with the full consent of the North, 
and with all the constitutional protections 
against "domestic violence," still in force. 
Aud all their debts too may l>e provided for 
as cheerfully as was the ten m.iliou gratui- 
ty to Texas. 

The scheme of annexing Texas had burn- 
ed in Southern hearts for years befor anv 
such rays of hope as thesy had reached 
tbem from the North. 

Let the press, generally, pursue its pres- 
ent course, and the doom of this nation is 
sealed forever. Reconstruction on the ba- 
sis of white suffrage, largely disloyal as 
ten years ago, will be enacted; the Demo- 
eratic party of that j»eri.>d will return to 
power, ten-fold more the child of hell than 
ever; aud then, God save the country; ifthe 
Infinite economy can be extended so far.

MONUMENT TO THE

The people of Lowell, Mass., on Saturday, 
celebrated the dedication of a monument to 
the memory of Luther C. Ladd and Widde- 
son 0L Whitney, members of the Sixth 
Massachusetts regiment, who were killed 
in the streets of Baltimore, upon the me- 
morable lyth of April, 180T. An oration 
was delivered by Governor Andrew, who 
spoke of the blood of these two men as be- 
ing "the first shed during the war.'' The 
Governor's speech was elaborate and elo- 
buent. • - • • • • 

OKNERAI. BUTLER ON CONFISCATION. 

At the celebration in the evening, which 
followed the monument dedication ceremo- 
nies, General Butler responded to a toast 
complimenting the army and navy. He 
urged that the confiscated lands, forfeited 
by treason, should be Riven to the soldiers, 
who bad put down the rebellion. 

In further connection with the subject, 
the General said: When we give every 
guerdon to the citizen soldiers who went 
forth from the free North, from Massachu- 
setts and New England, and from States 
East and West, guided by intelligence, aud 
instructed in their political rights, and 
burning for the Nation's honor, what shall 
we say of another class of soldie>s, a class 
that had no instruction, no political rights; 
had had no joy in the past, and little hope 
in the future? What shall we say of those 
colored men, who, with loyalty aud patri- 
otism volunteered with us in our defense? 

Shall there be no word of encouragement 
for the negro soldier who stood side by sitle, 
fighting lor the country which had been, 
heretofore, unjust to him, but who, relying, 
in tae future, upon the faith and on th 
justice of an omnipotent God, still stood up 
and fought braveix? Is there no reward to 
b* given to him? Shall we forget bin? 
Shall he be denied even the poor honor of 
participating in the review of troops, who 
won those great victories at the National 
Capital? I trust that this country will never 
be guilty ot such ingratitude. If I may 
make such a promise, I will never cease to 
urge upon the Government to do justice to 
the negro; at least to allow him to appear 
in arms iu the Capital that he helped t > 
save bv his valor; aud I again appeal to the 
men of Massachusetts to say, whether lb- 
man w ho is lit to fight is not lit to vote. 
[Cheers.] 

Whether a man who can carry a car- 
iridge-box is not fit to walk up to the bal- 
lot-box? Whether a man who knows how 
to handle a bayonet does not sTJtOW how i<> 
handle a little bit of paper? I am read\' I > 
admit a want of intelligence ia the negro. 1 
know he is ignorant; but he knew enough 
to be right in this contest— to be loyal— and 
that is a great deal more than his master 
did. [Cheers.] 

And therefor, as I know, having seen 
rolls of 10,000 of the rank and file of the 
Confederate army prisoners, as I know that 
ouly one in eight was able to sign bis name, 
in this reconstruction we have to trust to 
the instinct aud not to the intellectual cut 
tivaiion of the voter. I had rather trust to 
loyal hluok tbau disloyal white instinct. 
Therefore, my Wends, I thiuk we can ask 
the Government to hold on aud first punish 
the disloyal citizen, either by loss of bis 
life, his liberty or his land, according to de- 
cree of Government, but not punish tie- 
loyal citizen who has done everything the 
ability God gave him would permit to fur 
ther the cause of the Union and Govern- 
ment: and further ask the Government 
simply to wait and see who its friends are: 
to deal with those only who are friends to- 
day; not by the law, but of the heart; deal 
with the men who have fought lor it, and 
not those who have fought against it, ami 
give political rights lo luo-e who have de- 
fended, aud not those who undertaken to 
overthrow tbem. Let us have the whole 
at my, regulars and volunteers, citizen-sol- 
diers, black and white, who fought for us, 
and give each and all their due proportion 
of praise. 

How Grant Got Into the War. 

The well-known correspondent of the 
Boatoa Journal, who writes under the sig- 
nature of "Burleigh," thus relates the story 
of Grant's re-entrance into the United 
States army at the outbreak of the rebel- 
lion: 

Four years ago this very month, Mrs. 
Grant ived iu her quiet home in Galena 
Her husband was Mr. Grant, the leather 
deaier, a plain, modest, reliable man, wiih- 
out much appareut force, who attracted 
Very little attention anyway. The war had 
commenced. The flag had been shot away 
from Sumter, and shot out of a rebel can- 
non at Memphis. One morning Mr. Grant 
.•ailed on Congressman Washburne, who 
resides in Galen*. He told Mr. W. that he 
did not feel right— that he could not sleep 
of nignts, that he felt that he was not doing 
his duty. Washburne asked what was the 
matter.* Mr. Graut :eplied, "I am doing 
nothing for nry country. I have been edu- 
cated at the nation's expense; but here I am 
doing nothing. I don't kuow what to do. 
I am no politician. I don't seem to be 
wanted anywhere, yet I feel as if 1 was fit 
for something if I could only find my 
place." Mr. Washburne invited his neigh- 
bor to accompany him to Springfield, where 
an important consultation 'was to be held 
at tbe request of Gov. Yates. On the morn- 
ing of the fourth day Mr. Graut called at 
Mr. Washburne's rooms, and said to bim: 
"Nobody knows me here — there is nothing 
for me to do— I am going home." "Hold 
on a day longer," said Washburne. The 
next day au important discussion was held 
in the council chamber. At Mr. Wash- 
burne's request Mr. Grant was called in. 
He held an interview with the State author- 
ities for thirty minutes, and then went out. 
As the door closed, Gov. Yates cried out, 
"Good God, Washburne, who is this man? 
I have learned more about troops in these 
thirty minutes than I ever knew in all my 
life. All I can do for him now is to put him 
on my staff. You go home and raise a regi- 
ment aud I'll commission him as Colonel." 
The thing was done. The rest of the story 
tbe world knows by heart. 
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Irish Manufactures. 

It is interesting to see that Ireland has 
some beams of prosperity lighting up her 
protracted gloom. But it is curious to no- 
tice that almost the whole is of English ori- 
gin and management. That island now 
has large manufactures of machinery. In 
thirteen years from 1831 the woollen mills 
there increased 468 per cent., from to 43. 
The cotton mills have entered on flax man- 
ufactures since our war began, and the lin- 
en factories have got to be seventy-four iu 
number, with 050,638 spindles. There were 
only 17,000 persons in the linen trade of 
Belfast in 1855, where there are now 25,000; 
and the flax crop amounts to 3,962,98'.) 
pounds for the Daat year. The value of 
linen exports grew from £5,143.347 in 1851 
to ^.46fl,036 In 1863. These facts, however, 
while they show an increased business iu 
some parts of the island, do not show an 
improvement in tbe condition of the Irish 
people. The factories and mills are owned 
in England, by English capital, and run on 
English account. The markets which they 
create are supplied by Euglisb land-owners 
and English merchants; and tbe people of 
the country, those to whom it belongs, flow 
out daily the more rapidly as this interest 
increase's. That it is not a cause of regret 
to the Government, save in so far as it les- 
sens tbe numbers of the whole population, 
and causes a more unwilling supply for tbe 
recruiting sergeant. But at this rate we 
shall very soon have tbe bulk of the Irish 
iu America, aud the island will become 
wholly English, save in its traditions, 



The Rev. Mr. Gallaher. formerly of the 
Vermont street Baptist Church, tjuincy, 
now pastor of the First Baptist Church in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., "got off ' the following 
racy speech at the Congregational reunion 
New York city a few days ago : 

I like these reunions. They rub off our 
denominational angles, they bring us closer 
together, they melt that most frigid things 
ou earth— religious etiquette— and are to me 
like Sidney Smith's first love kiss, a per- 
petual remedy against the blues. I sup- 
pose I was invited here because Baptists 
are looked upon as a sort of poor relations 
of tbe great Congregational family— rela- 
tives who practice the faith in a stingy, 
close communion kind of way — corking the 
nozzle of our bellows to save the wind. I 
read lately, in Mr. Tilton's paper, that 
there were no Congregatioualista in the 
South, and it was matter of gratulation 
that such was the case. Is not that to be 
understood in a Pickwickian sense? Why, 
there are two millions of excellent Congre- 
gationalists there— all loyal— all Baptists— 
and all black. We Baptists are really good 
Cougiegationalists, only a little more so. 
As tbe Irishman told his friend that in 
America "one man was as good as another, 
and better too," so we claim to hold the 
principle as well as our neighbors — anil a 
little better too. You may place us at a 
lower seat at tbe family table, below the 
salt, indeed. Wo will be content, but still 
believe that "where MacGiegor site is the 
head of the table." We have met to cele- 
brate the complete overthrow of the rebel- 
lion. It is dead, thank God, and this is 
part of its joyful funeral. We have met to 
sing 

"llt'luviug, M rejoice to we thei nnie removed.'' 
I knew a young fellow who sat out late 
oue night, and next morning felt badly the 
want of some 8eidlitz powders. He did not 
quite understand how they were to be taken, 
so be swallowed first the white paper and 
then the blue one. The result was a great 
commotion inside. Well, Sherman went 
in first, with white paper, at Atlanta. Graut 
next, with a very blue one at Petersburg, 
aud the result has been such a blow up that 
the Confederacy, like Holmes' one-horse 
shay, went to pieces at once. The days of 
Southern chivalry are gone. What is left 
of it is a perambulating pestilence, with a 
hundred thousand dollars for whoever will 
abate it. It never was better than a dead 
dog. No elevation helped it; the higher 
you raised it, the wider was its offense. 

It wis a chivalry guilty of robbing Ver- 
mont banks; of attempting to burn peace- 
ful cities, of massacreing the black troops at 
Fort Pillow, of starving and torturing our 
captured soldiers, and its hands are drip- 
ping with the blood of our murdered Pre- 
sident. It was supremely infamous, it was 
most cowardly and most cruel, and is dead. 
Gloria in c.rcclxi/i. How could it expect to 
live? Its crimes cried out against it; the 
crying crimson sin of treason killed it. No 
wouder the Lord put it between the upper 
and nether millstones called Grant aud 
Sherman, and ground it to pieces. If we 
catch Davis, what will be done with him? 
"Hang him." Amen— up with him. 1 
know hauging is the worst use you can put 
a mau to, but tbe worst use is all Davis is 
fit for. 

When I stood in Sumter, and saw our 
(lag go up at last, and, from tbe glittering 
slatf uufurled, shine like meteor, streaming 
lo the wind, 1 asked, why is it that the 
hand of au old man to-day* lifts that hau- 
lier with ease to its old h>me when the 
whole North had not, in four years, the 
power to do it? The answer Is, four mil- 
lions ol bondmen stood upon it. We ask 
for the negro the land he paid for long ago 
—if ever sweat paid for anything; and we 
ask that the right lo vote— the right to make 
true your Declaration of Independence — 
he no louger withheld from him. He isfiot 
lit for freedom, say you. True, freedom, 
like a new made garment, must be worn 
somewhat before it fits you gracefully. But 
shall we say, "Dou't go into the water be- 
fore you learn to swim?'' Keep back the 
ballot-box, aud you keep the negro from 
respecting himself. You keep him like 
ilower seed ou a shop shelf — from ever 
growing. If ever russet cheeked apple, If 
ever peach hanging lucious and suu-kisseo 
said, "Come aud eat me. Don't wait till I 
rot," the negro is to-day saying to us, 
"Don't pity me, don't patronize me, give 
me my right and I'll heip myself." Our 
patrouage is a hindrance now. Let them 
alone. "Is not a patron, my lord," said 
sturdy Sam Jonson, "one who looks with 
unconcern on a mau struggling for lite iu 
the water, aud, when he has reached 
ground, encumbers him with help." 

And, now, what word shall we send to 
our friends over the water? First of all, 
that we aie delighted at their great disap- 
pointment, and hope they may have much 
more of it— no, our first message must be 
to Geu. McClellan. "We have the honor 
to announce that all is quiet on the Poto- 
mac." To John Bright, loGoldwiu Smith, 
to Mill, to Foster, to many otheis, we send 
our hearty thanks for their kind words, 
wheu words were worth t-omething to us. 
Tell them to come over and see us; they 
will be received by a hundred thousand 
welcomes. But to those who laughed at 
our calamity, who mocked when our fear 
came, who slaudered and abused us, who 
called our dead President an awkward buf- 
foon, and our brave soldiers the sweepings 
of a wicked city — w hat messages shall we 
send to the Times, tbe Telegraph, Black- 
wood's Magazine — lo my Lords Derby and 
Brougham, and a host of other fry? This, 
that genuine democracy! is not a failure, 
nor the great American Republic a bub- 
ble that is burst; that Richmoud has 
fallen, and with it the right of a few to 
lord it over the many; that slavery aud re- 
bellion, lovely in i heir lives, iu death are 
not separated; that the "hideous pretention 
to property iu man" has vanished with 
their pet Jeff. Davis; that we answer their 
tiunt of "a mere mob," "impatient and 
fickle," "insensate aud degenerate," by 
spying tbut James Bucbauau would not be 
living to-morrow under like circumstances 
in any other nation under heaven — nor 
would Lee and Johnston ride unharmed 
through other streets; that Brother Jonathan 
is yet but a stripling, and when he strightens 
himself up aud places his hands upon his 
hips, it may be seen that hs elbows cover — 
the one Canada, the other Mexico; that our

We have had grave apprehensions for 
some time re-pecting the success of the re- 
construction schemes. The talk of South- 
ern papers is too rose-colored, and the sud- 
denly developed patriotism of Southern 
politicians too obtrusive. "Methinks the 
lady doth protest too much." Disloyal pa- 
pers in the North are suspiciously delight- 
ed over the dawning era of good will, 
whose welcome light they discern, and 
whose full advent is going to enable the 
devoted "conservatism" of the country to 
get control of its affairs, and "slough negro 
populations,'' abolitionists, the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, or whatever else 
comes in its way. Their gloating over th* 
prospect, and purring over the plans that 
seem to promise the speediest restoration to 
power of their old allies are decidedly 
ominous, and the opposite of encouraging 
to loyal men. It becomes the latter to be 
fully on their guard, to stand firm, 
and to let no sentimentalism, no 
fear of the mid-dog cry that they 
are sectionalism and fartiouists, divert them 
from the imperative duty of keeping the 
rebel Slates in tutelage and abeyance to the 
national authority till tbey show an une- 
quivocal disposition to readjust their Fed- 
eral relations in a manner that shall give 
adequate and unmistakable security for the 
future. It is wilful blindness not to see that 
the leaders of the rebellion are rallying, 
nnd attempting a concerted movement to 
get possession once more of the entire po- 
litical machinery of the South. Those lead- 
ers profess no remorse, manifest no shame, 
acknowledge no guilt for what they have 
done. On the contrary tbey frankly dis- 
claim any sense of crime in the case. Cha- 
grin at defeat, is the highest throb of moral 
feeling their overthrow has awakened in 
them. A loser at a game of billiar Is expe- 
riences an equally dignified mood conse- 
quent upon his failure, 
i Northern copperheads assure these baffled 
traitors that they have committed no crime, 
and that the nation has no right, and will 
not have the audacity to treat them as 
criminals. Political old grannies and sen- 
timentalists, claiming to be loyal, whilst 
admitting the crime, deprecate any exas- 
peration of the criminals by impolitely re- 
ferring them to their ghostly deeds. "True 
tbey have deluged the land in blood, and 
crushed it with debt, in behalf of an insti- 
tution that was itself systematic anarchy 
and war. But then don't mention it now. 
Let us try to heal the wounds. These as- 
sailants of the nation to be sure committed 
a grea t atrocity. But they don't think so.' 
And what is the use in persistently calling 
it by that name, when it is so essential to 
the future peace of the country to have 
done with these little differences of opin- 
ion!" 

Such is the twaddle of some unquestion- 
ably loyal men, and a good many doubtful- 
ly loyal ones. Satan himself could gain 
re-admission to Heaven did the divine order 
recognize such morality as this! Our first 
response to such doctrines is this: the men 
who have no sense of ill-desert, who stout- 
ly protest that they have committed no of- 
fense in attempting, with every aggrava- 
tion of treachery and cruelty, to destroy a 
free government, under which they enjoyed 
every blessing and right, and over which 
they held, in the very hour of their traitor- 
ous defection, triumphant sway, are never, 
under auy conceivable pretext, or by any 
conceivable juggle in the name of concila- 
tion and fraternization, to have any voice 
again in the management of that govern- 
ment's affairs! It is self-evident and pre- 
posterous folly in others to ask it for them, 
and a mark of impudent depravity on their 
part, exceeding belief, to claim or seek it 
for themselves. Wouid a banker take back 
to his confidence, in the name of charity, a 
defaulting clerk, because the latter enter- 
tained the eccentric notion that the robbery 
of his employer was no offense?

He 
was in the thickest of the fight, and 
through his personal exertions the charge 
was sucoesslully repulsed with great loss to 
the eniuy. It will be remembered that the 
Army of Tennessee, under General Mc- 
Pherson, was charged bv Hood's army en 
masse on the left of Atlanta on the 22d of 
July. Gen. Logan was again conspicuous 
in tbe fight, and after McPherson fell rallied 
tbe army and drove the rebels in confusion 
from the field. He remained in command 
of the army for three or four days 
and was succeeded by General Howard. 
IlHurnir.g to the command of his corps, he 
moved to the extreme right of the army, 
where he was again attacked on the L'vh ol 
.'uiy. This was one of the most terrific 
struggles of tbe whole campaign. The reb- 
els brought up column after column and 
would have broken our lines had it not 
l>een for the indomitable bravery of Gen. 
Logan. For his action in this engagement 
he was highly complimented. The General 
led his corps in the fight at Jonesboro on the 
31st of August, before the arrival of the 
balance of the army, and succeeded in es- 
tablishing himselt in a strong position. 

After the fall of Atlanta, General Logan 
received a leave of absence, went to Illi- 
nois and stumped tbe State for Lincoln.

Indian Treaties. 

Washington, June 2.'5.— The President 
has directed Hon. W. P. Dale, Commission- 
er of Indian Affairs, to proceed to the Iu- 
dian country to effect important treaties 
with hostile and peaceable Indians. In his 
instructions to Mr. Dale the President says 
he deems the preseut a fitting time for re- 
newed efforts to press on the Indians the 
pressing necessity for abandoning their 
wild aud roving habits, and adoptingfin 
their stead more peaceful aud industrious 
arts of civilized life. There is no longer 
any region of territory left within the Uni- 
ted' Slates w here their rude habits and mode 
of life cau prevail as formerly. They are 
. pressed and hemmed iu on every side 
by the advance of civilization aud the en- 
terprise of the people, and they must there- 
fore adapt themselves to the uew order of 
t lings aud live in peace among themselves 
and wilh white neighbors, or they must in- 
evitably perish. 

The policy of settling them upon suitable 
reservation's where they may, wilh tbe aid 
of the Government, be able to subsist them- 
selves by agriculture and other industrious 
pursuits, is left without an alternative. 
These views have doubtless impressed 
themselves upon you during the period you 
have had the immediate direction of our 
Indian affairs, and your experience iu 
tteatiug with the Indians, and jour famil- 
iarity with their character, seems to point 
you out as the proper ollicer of the Iudian 
department, to visit the various tribes in 
i lie Western territories, and enter into such 
treaties as will best secure permanent tran- 
quillity on our borders, and promote their 
iul lire* welfare aud prosperity. 

Tne commanders of the various military 
di.s'.riets aud forts have been instructed to 
co-operate with Mr. Dale, and r. nder him 
all ihe assistance he may require. Mr 
Dale bus been unwell for several days, but 
is now discharging the duties of his office, 
and will leave for the West soon.

Washington, June 2-1.— The following 
has been received at the Navy Department: 

WWBf Gi i.k Sqt'ADRON, U. S. Fi.ao Sun- 
K. K. t i TUB, okk Galvkston Hav, Tkx- 
as, June s, 1865. — Sir: In my dispatch, No. 
1 ;ti, written at Mobile, I informed the De- 
imrtmeut that the rebel commissioner at 
Galveston had desired transportation to 
New Orleans to meet General Canby, w ith 
a view to arrange the terms of surrender, 
and that I had directed such transportation 
to be furnished. On the evoning of the 
28th of Msy I arrived at New Orleans, 
wherp I remaiued till the morning of the 
5th inst. 

During that period he bad several official 
interviews with Col. Asbbtl Smith, com- 
manding the defenses at Galveston, who 
assured me that there would be no opposi- 
tion on the part of the forces under his com- 
mand or the people to the occupation of 
I ialveston by the navy. On the morning oi 
the 5th I left New Orleans on the steamer 
K. It. Coyle and arrived oil* Galveston j'es- 
terday at 2 P. M. Captain Sands then in- 
formed me that ou the 2d of May General 
Kirby Smith unci Gen *ral Magruder came 
on board the United States steamer Fort 
Dickson, where they were met by Brigadier 
General E. J. Davis, representing General 
E. R. S. Canby, and the terms of surrender 
arranged between the representatives of 
Generals Smith aud Canby, and were signed 
by Kirby Smith. 

After signing the articles of suri-oiider 
Capt. Sands immediately took the necessa- 
ry steps to buoy out the channels, and on 
the 15th proceeded inside the bar ou the 
Cornelia, followed by tbe Preston, and 
landed at Galveston, accompanied by Col. 
Stevens, Conimauder Downs and Lieut. 
Commander Wilson, and had an interview 
with the Mayor, C. H. Leonard, after which 
the flag of the United States was raised on 
the custom house, the citizens conducting 
themselves in the most orderly manner. 
The tbig is now floating on forts within tbe 
harbor, but as we have not sufficient force 
to garrison the latter I have directed the 
light draught gun beats, Preston and New 
London, to remain in the harbor where 
they will soon be relieved. 

I have also given orders to Com- 
mander Leroy, of the Mississippi, to con- 
vey with his vessel the troops or General 
Canby. It is hoped his fleet will in a few 
days be ready to dispatch to occupy the dif- 
ferent forts on the coast already surrender- 
ed to us. 

Gen. Drown, of the U. S. A., on the first 
instant, with his brigaue took possession of 
the garrison at Brownsville. Other ports 
on the coast of Texas, which have boen 
blockaded by our vessels, are now held by 
the naval forces, thus blockade running 
from Galveston and tbe coa.st of Texas is u 
an end. 

To-day I went on shore and had an inter- 
view with the civil authorities, by whom 1 
was cordially received, and in conversation 
three gentlemen expressed tbeir anxiety for 
a speedy restoration of the old order of 
things, and reiterated tbeir desire that a 
portion of our naval force should remain in 
the harbor for their protection. On the vis- 
it I was accompanied by Capt. Sands ami a

A Proclamation. 



Whereas, by the proclamations of the 
President of the 15th and 20th of April 1861, 

a blockade of certain ports of the United 
States was set on foot, but, whereas, 
the reasons for that measure have 
ceased to exist, now, therefore, lie it 
known that, L Andrew Johnson, Presi- 
dent of the Uuited States, do hereby 
declare and proclaim the blockade 
aforesaid to be rescinded as to all the 
parts west of tbe Mississippi river, which 
parts will be open to foreign commerce on 
the 1st of July next, on the terms and con- 
ditions set forth in my proclamation of the 
22d of May laat. It is to be understood, 
however, that the blockade thus rescinded 
was an international measure for the pur- 
pose of protecting the sovereign rights 
of the United States, tbe greater or less 
subversion of the civil authorities in the re- 
gion to which it applied, and the impracti- 
cability of at once restoring it in dne effi- 
ciency, may for a season make it advisable 
to employ the army and navy on these, 
towards carrying the laws intoeftect, wher- 
ever such employment may be necessary. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set 
my band and the seal of the United States 
to be affixed. Done at the City of Washing- 
ton the 23d of June, in the year of our Lord, 
1865.

Admiral Thatcher's Dispatches. 

Okkicial— War Department, Wash- 
ington, June 2H.— Maj. Gen. J. A. Dix, New 
York.— The Navy Department has just re- 
ceived official dispatches from Admiral 
Thatcher, dated Galveston, Juue 9, report- 
ing that on the 1st of June Gen. Brown, 
commanding U. S. forces, occupied and gar- 
risoned Brownsville. On the 2d the rebel 
Generals Smith and Magruder met in the 
harbor of Galveston, Gen. A. J. Smith rep- 
resenting Gen. Canby, and there signed 
terms of surrender previously agreed on at 
New Orleans.

Admiral Thatcher 
went ashore and was cordially received by 
the miliUry and naval authorities, who re- 
quested part of the United States naval 
force to remain there.

Wakhixhton, June 22 — ]*ivparatioii8 
have been commenced for muster.ng out 
between 46.000 and 50.000 troops from the 
armies of Generals Meade, Hancock, and 
Logan. About 1?,000 of these effective,. 
>\ hose terms of servi< e frrst expire, will be 
muHtered from the Army of the Potomac 
by regimental organization. All absentees 
belonging to such regiments will l>e in ad- 
dition to this number, and may swell it to 
12.J.OO0. Hancock's veteran command will 
be reduced to 7,000. 

The Armv of the Tenuessee will lose ful- 
ly 15,000. 

" General Grant and part of his staff left 
here this afternoon by special cars for Phil- 
adelphia, and expect to be absent two or 
three days. 

The General's report will not l** complet- 
ed as »-arl v as stated, and is not likely to be 
delirered'to the War Department till near 
the commencement of the next Congres- 
sional session, unless specially called for by 
some exigency. 

There will probably be some considerable 
delay in the appointment of a provisional 
< ,,,\ ernor for South Carolina. The delega- 
tion here do not all represent the I'nionists 
of the Mate. There are a few there to rep- 
resent. One who aims to be the giver .»( 
advice to President Johnson, has declared 
id Charleston that he wished the Yankees 
had but one throat that he might cut it. 

Another declared he would burn h : s 
house rather than a damned Yankee 
should pollute it with his presence, and so 
on through the entire list. It is thought, 
therefore, that South Carolina will be suf- 
fered to lie out in the cold for the present. 

Dr. A. G. Mackey, the newly appointed 
Collector at Charleston, has returned to the 
' it y h tier Lis visit to West Point, and is 
showing up this peculiar South Carolina 
delegation in varied colors, lie charges 
that the men composing the delegation now 
here were original secessionists. They ad- 
mit it to be true and attempt no conceal- 

. nel Yates, of the delegation, entered 
Fort Sumter immediately after its evacua- 
tion by Maior Anderson, and remained in 
the rebel military service till the surrender 
ol Geueral Joe Johnston. The others of 
the delegation voted and acted as consistent 
-( — lomsta throughout. There are here, 
acknowledging themselves to be defeated 
and suhjugated. Thev ask nothing but 
pardon and early action in api>ointing civil 
offioers. 

The State is at present without laws; its 
citizens are completely humbled. A fear- 
ful proportion are literally destitute of all 
means of support, and are starving. All 
manner of lawlessness and crime is alarm- 
ingly on the increase, and tne only hope for 
private or public virtue is admitted to lie in 
the protection of Federal laws. 

The names of ex-Congressmen Wm. W. 
Boyce and Mr. Mclliby are among those 
submitted by the delegation its certain to 
^tisfaction to the State, although they 
disclaim all desire to influence the Presi- 
deufs appointment. It can be said in Mr. 
Boyce 's fa%-or that he disagreed with a ma- 
jority of South Carolinians and declared for 
peace. 

, Mr. Mclliby voted against secesb in the 
outset, and, like Governor Aiken, held aloof 
throughout the war. There is evidently 
very little sympathy between these dele- 
gates, and Mr. Mackey, whose loyalty is 
undoubted, is to have another hearing on 
Saturday.

Fanny Seward, Generals Hancock and 
Kicketts, Dr. Morris, of the army, and sev- 
eral connected with the State Department, 
among them Mr. Gutinan, the interpreter.

On the falls last evening in the pass there 
were three and a half feet water, and the 
river rising very slowly.

At Cincinnati yesterday the river had 
risen nineteen inches in the previous 
twenty-four hours, the rise evidently from 
Pittsburg.

Thb Awful 8ultana Disastku.— The 
st . Louis papers of a late date publish a 
long card from N. Winteringer, late chief 
engineer of the Sultana, dated from Stuben- 
ville, < »hio, in relation to the Sultana disas- 
ter. I n his card he denies that the boilers 
were in bad condition, but says : 

"Some twelve hours before arriving at 
Vicksburg, I discovered a leak on a side 
seam on the larboard boiler. We carried 
low steam and worked along moderately 
until we came to Vicksburg. We there 
cooled down and let the water out ol the 
boilers, and procured the services of regular 
boiler repairers, and had the boiler repaired 
thoroughly; and to all appearance it was a 
very good job, and did not leak a drop after 
leaving there. We then took aboard some 
two thousand troops at Vicksburg, and left 
there about twelve o'clock on the night of 
the 24th of April, and arrived at Memphis 
on the evening of the 26tli, about 8 o'clock. 
We there discharged the sugar which was 
in the hold ; also the hogs, which were on 
the after guards. We left Memphis about 
11 o'clock the same evening, and went up 
to the coal yard, which is about a mile 
above the city wharf, and took aboard one 
thousand bushels of coal. I went off watch 
at the above place at 12 o'clock, and there 
was nothing wrong, nor was there a sign of 
a leak or a defect about the boiler* up to 
that time. 1 knew nothing after that until 
I waa awakened by the explosion, which 
was about 3 o'clock seven miles above 
Memphis. I was not injured by the explo- 
sion. My partner, who waa on duty at the 
time, was badly scalded, and died 
fourteen hours after the accident." 



Mr. Winteringer winds up his card by 
the following allusion to Mr. Witzig, the 
supervisory inspector, who it appears had 
revoked bis license : 

"I am tried, condemed and executed, 
without any hearing, by a man whose only 
qualification is to drink beer, and when he 
is on official duty is drunk half his time, 
and on bis trip to 'Memphis fell in the river 
and came near drowning. I only want 
right and justice. I want the Local Board 
of Inspectors to investigate my case, and on 
their decision 1 am willing to stand. What 
it ma? be I do not know. I know they are 
practical men and know the law. 

"N. Winteringer, 
"Engiueer of the Steamer Sultana." 
The public are still left in the dark as to 
the cause of the terrible explosion of the 
steamer Sultana, by which upwards of one 
thousand lives were lost, the most awful 
disaster that ever occurred on the Western 
waters. The Sultana was comparatively a 
new boat, less than four years old, and was 
built in SL Louis about the time tubular 
boiler* were coming into use on the West- 
ern waters, and the owners of the Sultana 
adopted the experiment, and the Sultana 
was fitted out with tubular boilers, th it is, 
the boilers like a locomotive boiler, were 
filled with small tubes instead of the regu- 
lor flues. These tubes are very small, and 
so close together that it is, as we are in- 
formed by practical engineers, an utter im- 
possibility to clean out tne boilers or move 
the mud or sediment. That clogs and en- 
crusts the flues or tubes, causing them to 
burn out, or to burn the shell of the boiler. 
Would it not be advisable for the inspector 
to investigate the matter thoroughly, and 
to tell the public what kind of boilers were 
in use on the Sultana, how made, and in 
what manner they were cleaned. 

It has been stated that the use of innu- 
merable tub«s in a boiler has the tendency 
to not only make steam very fast, but to 
cause, or create, gas of the moat terribly ex- 
plosive power. That gas pent up iu the 
boilers is liable to explode at any instant, 
aud if the tubes or flues are choked by sand 
and the circulation or flow of water over 
them is stopped they get red hot, or burn, 
and then comes the explosion. We do not 
assume this to have been the case on the 
Sultana, but (five the suggestion and let the 
investigation be made. 

It is also stated that the steamer Html 
Levi, which exploded her boiler in the Ohio 
the other day, had tubes instead of large 
flues. If that is the case it is uppareiit that 
tubular boilers are not suitable lor boats on 
wester u, muddy waters. 

The St. Louis Democrat reports the Mis- 
sissippi swelling slowly, but trade dull. 
The boats at that port including the Julia 
and Glasgow, were filling up with cavalry 
for the Missouri.
